One case of variola in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo., January 21, 1896. . 
Sir : I have the honor to report a case of variola in this city, the 
first since August, 1895. Ellis Wesley, 24 years, colored, applied at 
city dispensary on- the 20th instant, was sent to the city hospital, and 
thence to the quarantine hospital. He had been in the city the past 
eight months, but had not been employed on the river. He gave his 
residence as 814 North Twelfth street, and though this was denied at 
the place, two suspected houses were fumigated and the inmates vac- 
cinated. No other case was found.
